Bucks County residents can take 
justifiable pride in knowing they 
have their own health department 
-—and they can take comfort in the 
department's statement of pur­ 
pose: 
“The goal of the health depart­ 
ment program is to prevent dis­ 
ease, provide a healthier environ­ 


ment, 
and 
improve 
personal 
health so that Bucks Countians 
may live longer, happier, more 
useful lives." 
An ambitious, noble statement. 
Just bow does the department go 
about putting it into effect? 
It does it through a central of­ 
fice in Doylestown and three dis­ 
trict offices: in Quakertown for 
Upper Bucks, in Doylestown for 
Central Bucks, and in Bristol Ter­ 
race for Lower Bucks residents. 


It does it through its unique 
organization. Within the depart­ 
ment are many offices, bureaus 
and division, each with its owr 
special and highly important func­ 
tion. A glance at the organization­ 
al chart shows an Office of 
Health Education, Bureau of En­ 
vironmental Health, Bureau of 
Medical Services, Division of Sa­ 
nitary Engineering, Division of 
Sanitation, Division of Medical So­ 
cial Work, Division of Nutrition, 


and a Division of Public 
Nursing. 
It puts its program into 
through countywide free clinics 
which diagnose and treat such 
health problems as venereal dis­ 
ease, orthopedic defects, polio, 
and tuberculous. 
If all this seems like quite an 
undertaking — it is, particularly 
with a staff of only 68. Compare

The commission­ 
ers in turn give grants to the 
townships and boroughs to be 
used for maintenance of traffic 
signals, storm sewers, bridge re- 
pa' s, and other improvements 
Present Policy 
Under the present policy, the 
association said, the commission 
ors give money to the townships 
or the boroughs who are the first 
ones to apply. 
"One or two municipalities can 
use up the whole fund." one coun­ 
cilman said last night," and the 
rest are out of luck." 
Charles R. Whltmer, Sellers­ 
ville, said that the money is dis­ 
tributed under a 1930 state law 
which is badly in need of revis­ 
ion. He urged the association to 
contact local state representa­ 
tives and get them to work with 
other legislators from southeast 
era Pennsylvania to have the law 
amended. 
Not la Agreemeat 
'Tm not in agreement with 
the county commissioner's policy 
of first come, first served," Whit 
mer said. 
He explained that the liquid 
fuel tax refunds are awarded ac­ 
cording to the 1930 population of 
townships and boroughs and the 
total mileage of their streets and 
highways.

Battling Over Tax Lien 


Bensalem Township braced to 
fight the United States Govern­ 
ment today, if necessary, over a 
Federal tax lien of $6,397-43 which 
the government says the township 
owes. 
The tax lien was filed in the 
office of the protbonotary in the 
Bucks 
County 
Courthouse 
at 
Doylestown. 
According to William Mullin, 
chairman of the Bensalem Town­ 
ship board of supervisors, th e 
township paid the tax last May 
4. The township has a photostatic 
copy of the check to prove it 
Copy Seat la 
Mullin said a photostatic copy 
of the check was sent to the U.S. 
Treasury Department of Internal 
Revenue Service in Philadelphia 
in September, after the township 
received a notice of the tax lien. 
It seems the mistake stems from 
one of Uncle Sam’s nephews who 
apparently misplaced the check 
somewhere 
between Allentown 
and Philadelphia, Mullin said. 
The back taxes are reportedly 
for withholding and social se­ 
curity levies in 1983. 
'After we sent them the photo­ 
static copy of the check and a

letter explaining that we had paid 
the tax," Mullin said, "a man 
from the Federal office came in 
and examined the books and con­ 
firmed our report." 
Mullin said that the Federal au­ 
thorities then admitted that they 
had made an error, somewhere 
along the line. 
He said he was surprised yes­ 
terday when he read in the Cour- 
ier-Times newspapers that the 
government had filed a tax lien 
against the township. 
Never Delinquent 
"Bensalem pays its taxes like 
all good citizens." Mullin said, 
"and we have no record of ever 
being delinquent in the payment 
of taxes." 
The Bensalem supervisor said 
the township has found a lot of 
humor in the incident, especial­ 
ly when it knew it was right and 
had definite proof. 
Federal authorities were "mum" 
when asked for details of the tax 
lien yesterday, and made no state­ 
ments today. 
However, the tax lien filed in 
the Doylestown courthouse is still 
there, and no action has been 
taken to have it removed.

State Council of Education 
today rejected the Bucks 
County plan to reorganize 
its schools under Act 561. 
The State Council sent th* plan 
back to Dr. George E. Raab, 
county superintendent, with in­ 
structions that it be re-studied 
and re-aligned with special at­ 
tention paid to the Council Rock 
and Bensalem school districts. 
An official of the State Council 
said that the members felt these 
two districts should be involved 
in the reorganization. Dr. Raab's 
plan had left them unaffected. 
Change la 106$ 
Act 561, passed by the 1961 
Assembly, states that by 1965 
there should be no district in 
Pennsylvania with le i than 4,- 
OOO students in it. except in par­ 
ticular circumstances which do 
not apply to Bucks County. 
The Bensalem district present­ 
ly h i le i than 4,000. However, 
Dr. Raab did not include it in 
the reorganisation s c h e d u l e 
since it is felt that by the time 
it must go into effect, in 1985. 
the school population will have 
grown to that figure. 
No immediate reason w i given 
for the dissatisfaction with the 
Council Rock district, which in­ 
cludes at present, for secondary 
schools alone. Newtown Borough 
and Newtown, Northampton, 
Wrightstown and Upper Make­ 
field Townships. 
Bristol Appeals 
Bristol Borough and Quaker­ 
town yesterday appealed their 
placement in the county plan at 
a hearing before the committee 
on curriculum and school adminis­ 
trations in Harrisburg, a council 
spokesman said.

Adult School 
The board gave its educational 
policies committee permission to 
organize a lay council to help run 
the district's adult school. 
The lay group might eventually 
take over administration of the 
adult school completely, according 
to Mrs. Elizabeth Fettes, chair­ 
man of the educational policies 
committee. 
The board, on Mrs. Fettes’ re­ 
quest, also gave the administra­ 
tion directions to prepare the 
summer school curriculum for 


this summer. The cost will be 
borne by the school board, it was 
decided.

Struble's first encounter with lo­ 
cal politics came in 1954 when bf 
was elected Democratic commit 
teeeman. He was defeated for the 
county post of register of wills in 
1955, and in another bid for a 
county post in 1959, that of conn 
ty commissioner, he was also de­ 
feated. 
His popularity in Falls Town­ 
ship was attested to by his re­ 
election as tax collector in 1961.

In 1954, together with Berkes, he 
helped found the Levittown Dem­
